But Soviet Russia has really been 
at war with us all the time — and is at 
war with us today. 

The Communists’ name for non- 
Communists who are somehow fooled 
and lured into serving Communism is 
innocents. All these people — Ache-

ef the Commission — ‘are certainw 
‘imnocents,’’ But of what group or 
alien country are they the dupes? 

In view of the wide publicity given 
for many years to Communism, “‘fel- 
low travelers,”’ “innocents’’ and all the 
rest, can it now be said-that any intel- 
ligent man is to be excused for conduct 
that betrays his country — on the 
ground. that he is an immocent? It is 
a maxim of law that ignorance of law 
excuses no one. Can it be, at this late 
date, that ignorance about Commun- 
ism excuses anyone — least of all Am- 
erican officials or candidates for high 
efficial position that will have power- 
ful opportunities to deal with Soviet 
Russia ?

Coming to the men Mr. Truman 
named to this Commission (and even 
Secretary Byrnes was not informed 
who they would’ be till the day they 
were announced — though his Under 
Secretary, Dean Acheson, clearly set 








the whole thing up), let us note that 
Lilienthal, Chairman of the Commis- 
sion, was described by the New Re- 
public as a “perfect” choice. Mr. Lil- 
ienthal has had a long leftist record, 
not the most striking part of which 
was ‘the fact he acted as sponsor and 
speaker for the Southern Conference 
for Human Welfare, known as a Com- 
munist front. His daughter, Nancy, a 
federal employee, is a member of a 
Communist-dominated .union; and in 
December, 1946, she led a successful 
fight in her local, ClO union against a 
resolution condemning Communism. 

Mr. Lilienthal, appearing February 4 
before the Congressional Atomic Com- 
mittee, undertook to answer what The 
New York Times called ‘‘the charge of 
Senator McKellar of Tennessee that he 
has Communistic leanings.” His state- 
ment was unconvincing, even though 
the Times sobbed about it with emo- 
tion. No one has charged Lilienthal 
with being a Communist. The charge 
is that he has traveled with Commun- 
ists. on many occasions — that he has 
iong been in sympathy with ideas and 
ideologies that add up to Commun- 
ism. No one criticizes him because his 
parents were born in Czecho-Slovakia 
— some of our finest Americans were 
immigrants. But his Eastern European 
antecedents, taken in connection with 
his life long leftist views, help to ex- 
plain them. 

Mr. Lilienthal certainly is no scien- 
tist. In the political vernacular he is 
one of the Frankfurter Hot-Dogs. No 
one who has ever read his book Dem- 
ocracy on the March, could vote for his 
confirmation as Chairman of this Com- 
mission. 

If Mr. “Lilienthal had wished to deny 
his leftist sympathies, he could have 
made his denial perfectly clear. Ob- 
viously he did not wish to deny them. 
He could not; the record is too clear. 

_ Instead, therefore, he talked vague- 
ly and at length about ‘‘democracy.” 
The_Reds declare that their Commun- 
ism is ‘‘Twentieth Century Democ- 
racy."’ To anyone versed in the lingo 
of Leftists it is clear, from what Lilien- 
thal told the Committee, that he was 
evading the charges really brought 
against him. Russia’s fierce propagan- 
da in this country has so confused the 
minds of many good Americans that 
they really do not know the difference 
between their own consitutional Re- 
public and the thing called the USSR. 
We are confident Mr. Lilienthal does 
not. 

The fact is, of course, that the Un- 
ited States is not a democracy and was 
never intended to be one, but a Repub- 
lic. Consult the Constitution if you 
doubt this. When anybody talks so 


volubly about “‘democracy,” and ‘tmak- 
ing democracy work,” he is either be- 
fuddled himself, or consciously or un- 
consciously he is hiding something. 
In either case he is unfit to serve the 
Republic in a vital spot where relations 
with Russia and Eastern Europe are 
concerned. 

Mr. William. Wesley Waymack, an- 
other nominee to the Commission, and 
editor of the Des Moines Register and 
Tribune, has long appeared particular- 
ly innocent in regard to Soviet Russian 
matters. He is a journalist; was on the 
William Allen White ‘‘Committee to 
Defend America by Aiding the Allies’; 
was a member of the left-wing group 
known as the Loyal Americans of Ger- 
man Descent, a name implying that 
those of German descent who did not 
belong were not loyal to America. He 
is a member of the Russian War Relief 
Committee; is on the. International 
Board of the Free World Association; 
the Boards of Directors of the Council 
for Democracy and the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Fund, and also the board of Free- 
dom House, one of the numerous New 
York City left-wing outfits. 

Of Dr. Robert Fox Bacher the New 
Republic praised God for the ‘‘integrity 
of his social philosophy.’ That by it- 
self should put any Congressman on 
notice. Dr. Bacher is an able scientist, 
formerly professor -at Cornell. His 
specialty appears to be nuclear physics, 
so his knowledge of the field involved 
is undoubtedly great. - But scientists are 
proverbial . internationalists. The y 
should be among the experts hired by 
such a commission-—— not among its 
members; for, without knowing what 
they did, they would be inclined to 
vote with the scientists of other coun- 
tries including Soviet Russia, rather 
than with an eye to American interests. 
And who would look out for America 
if this committee did not? 

Mr. Sumner Tucker Pike once de- 
scribed himself as ‘‘a Leftist as Repub- 
licans go.”” He was with the S.E.C., 
T.N.E.C. and O.P.A. 

The one rather moré conservative 
member of the Commission, Rear Ad- 
miral Lewis Lichenstein Strauss, was 
formerly a partner of the Wall Street 
banking firm of Kuhn, Loeb & Com- 
pany. He is able and of high characte. 
But his international banking connec- 
tiens, not to mention his membership 
on the board of the National Refugee 
Service, which has long engaged in the 
work of bringing Refugees to this coun- 
try, unfit him for the Atomic Energy 
Commission.

Some Comments on the Wagner-Mur- 
ray-Dingell Bill for Socialized Medicine 


Dr. Carl H. Gallenthein of Valmora, 
New Mexico, has stated that he can see 
little difference between the public 
health system as applied in Russia, and 
the system proposed for the United 
States in the Wagner-Murray-Dingell 
Bill. As he interpreted the detailed ad- 
ministrative provisions of this bill 
(S.1606), Dr..Gellenthien said: 


“That is precisely the plan now pro- 
posed for the United States. As ia 
Russia; today, there would be admin- 
istrative zones and districts, each un- 
der the general supervision of some 
federally-appointed or federally-ap- - 
proved, regional supervisor. Patients 
would be certified for this treatment 
or that, according to the findings of 
some local administrative bureaucrat, 
who may or may not be a - Note 
that under the Russian plan, as it has 
unfolded, the district inspections and 
certifications are made, not by the 
public health organizations, but by ‘the 
Social Insurance Committees of the 
trade unions’. 


“In my view, we need look no fur- 
ther for evidence that this legislation 
embodies proposals which find no roots 
in the soil of free America. 

“The system here proposed is alien 
to the deepest instincts of the American 
people. . 

“The program did not originate in 
America but in Communist Russia. It 
was imported in full growth and devel- 
opment, not by the men and women of 
the medical profession who have built 
up in this country the finest system of 
medical care ever known anywhere in 
the world, but by a small group within 
the government who seek to impose 
a foreign ideology on our American 
traditions. 

, “Communist medicine is not for free 
America. America leads the world in 
the quality and availability of- medical 
care’ for all the people, not because 
bureaucrats and trade union commit- 
tees swarm: our hospitals daily with 
their forms, inspections and certifica- 
tions, but because American medicine 
always has been guided and stimulated 
by the sacred inspirations of liberty, 


|| freedom and entefprise. 


“We must not — we dare not — 

risk the loss of those inspirations and 
ideals for a capricious experiment in 
state medicine.”
